A few paces back from the fjtaten Inland

sided there, over forty-six years ago. It wait 
then kept aa a country boarding hottsb liy a 
couple named Ed^ejtoii, both now dead.

&e hotel parlor. It overlooks a lew tiiiidiiigd 
of comparatively recent date, the Bparultn^ 
waters ol the Kills, and the busy, ehippiuu- 
thronged wliarves ol' the oi! monopolies on the 


ottito New Jersey rfhore. . It is about eigh 


teen lest square. The furniture and embellisu- 
uieiita have teen changed, buttho spof,is shown 
where once stood the chintz-curtained stately 
;'our poster in which the distinguished misan 
thrope passed away, with hia old love letters, 
loose and in packages, scattered around him — 
records of past intrigues and triumphs, in 
which, perhaps, few other meu would have- 
found satisfaction at such a time. Aproillu 
uteel engraving of Burr, doubtless cut out of a 
biography, liautja simply framed under tlie 
chimuey shelf, to which there was attached 
until recently, the fDltowiug inscription:

W. buell, however, a genial old inhabitant, 
and considerable of an authority intombatomw 
aud grandfathers' clucks, is one of the fuw 
whose reminiscences of thefltatcamanareof in- 
terest. Although he came to Port J.'ieiinioml 
from his native Connecticut M a mere bul, 
oidy a short time before Hurv's death, it was 
lie who prepared the liody for the undertaker. 


Folks arouud hei'e were always eousiderably 


puzzled aa to why Col. Burr should come to 
live among them." said Mr. Euell, while re- 
pairing an antiquated clocli of cofliu-liUe pro- 
portions reposing on trestles near liis work 
bench. "Von see, Port flichmond was nothing' 
more than a primitive knot of houses at .that 
time. There were only two boat* from New 
York in the forenoon and two in the aCtoruoou. 
The Jerney shore yonder was wj]d and deso- 
late, There were hardly any excursions down 
this way, as nowadays and we couldn't under- 
stand this sudden seclusion on the part of n 
brilliant and noted man, who had held such 
high positions and made no much noise in the 
wuiiu. There were others Just as much in tht> 
dtirk as we, aud at tirst there ^veI'o curious vin- 
Uors who came down there in shoals, mostly 
from New York. He Rave them so little en- 
couragement, however, aud was even so for- 
b dding at times, that at last they were content 
to leave him in the enjoyment ol the obscurity 
he craved. 1 have since theti, by putting this 
and that together, formed my own notions an 
to -his motives for burying himself down hem 
It' Wasn't alone that he was a soured and dis- 
appointed old man, bankrupt alike in fortune 
and reputation, though I fancy he had enough 
money left to eke out his remaining days. -\o ; 
but it' was mainly to escape the importunities 
of-cert&iu well-meaning revivalists and other 
ministers who sought to convert him, aud 
bring him repentance of the sins with which it 
seems that his private life had been pretty 
thickly sown, that he came dowu here as a sett. 
of refuge for his declining days. The parsniiH 
.jrirseveret!, however. They came at first day 
alter day, till finally he refused to converse 
«rttn-them at all, and they g&ve fcira up as in- 
corrigible. Nevertheless, iiotlong before Col. 
fiurr'n death, a minister o! thro neighborhood 
w»a3n)itted to an interview. It lasted along 
timt'lhongh with what recult I never knew. 
AndBarr'a landlady, on entering his room di- 
rectly afterward, found him absorbed iu hia 
lonefy but favorite amusement— or devotion 
you might havs caUeoT'it— that, of re-readiug 
bit old letters at the open window, with a 
dreamy look in tits eyes and tt half smile on hi* 
thin lips." 


"He nad stacks and stacks of 'em, aud, as 
xuttt ol them bora his address iu delicate, 
JUninlBatandwritingB, they mnst have beau 
love letters— perhaps the record of that succeeu 
in gallantry and intrigue for which he had been 
«o notorious. At all event*, be never wearied 
of conning over their p'&nageB again and 
again.

the other. But Mrs. Edgerton and the girls 
ware very kind to the old gentlemen, and he 
probably never felt The want of good nursing 
and attendance. Xh&t st«el engraving yon 
haTA BMQgives a good idea of Col. Burr's per 
•onil characteristics, though ha was much 
older when here than when that picture wtts 
taken. ' He was an undersized, spare built ol.i 
ican, but erect and soldierly in bearing. He 
always dressed with th* utmost neatness, waa 
qnite the aristocratic gentleman ot the ulcl 
school, and his manners were very refined and 
elegant. He could be singularly winning and 
gentle, eveu with the humblest iadividn.il. 
when he chose. His complexion was pale ami 
parchment-like. He had a somewhat h&U'itec 
face, whose dignity was slightly marred by a 
thin aquiline nose" having a decided twist or 
bend to one side, either through some accident 
or bjr natural malformation. His eyes, despite 
hi« age— for he was then upward of SO— were 
th4 keenest and most magnetic 1 ever saw iu a 
man's head. In brief, barring a melancholy, 
absent air, he was just about ss stately aiid 
elegant looking an old gentlemen as you can 
imagine."

This scholarly evangelist, who has been 


holding a series of very successful revival 
meetings at the Christian Church since 
early in April, was greeted by a congrega- 
tion which filled the church on Sunday 
morning, there being present many from 
other church societies in the city. Pre- 
vious to the preaching the sacrament ot 
the Lord's supper was administered by 
Bev. Pinkerton, and at the close of the 
service the pastor gave the right hand of 
Fellowship to six adult converts who had 
been baptized by immersion daring the 
pest week. These new members were in- 
vited forward, where they occupied a 
front pew, and while the congregation re- 
mained seated they stood np and were 
formally received into full fellowship of 
the church. 


The subject ot the discourse delivered 


by Prof. W. F. Black was "Solomon the 
Prince— Solomon the Preacher," which 
was introduced by reading the first six 
verses of the first chapter of Proverbs. 
Solomon was faithfully described as the 
prince who reigned as king of Israel for 
forty years and died at the age of 69. 
The life of the wise king was dwelt upon 
in all its interesting phases, and in con- 
nection with the treatment of this branch 
of the subject, the learned evangelist gave 
tus hearers a mine of bible history bear- 
ing on the career of the sage and philoso- 
pher who reigned long before the coming 
of Christ, and built the wonderful tem- 
ple. 
In addressing himself to the second 


branch of the subject, "Solomon the 
Preacher," the Professor devoted most of 
the time in speaking of Solomon's three 
books, "Proverbs," written in his youth; 
"Songs of Solomon," written in his prime, 
and "Ecclesiastes" indicted in his old age, 
when death was nigh. The sermon as a 
whole was logical, eloquent and practical, 
and commanded the fixed attention of his 
congregation 
The apt -illustrations, 


sometimes humorous in character, were 
well chosen end skillfully applied, so that 
:he points made were driven home and 
clinched. The lesson of the sermon was 
summed up in the words of Solomon: 
'Let us hear the conclusion of the whole 
matte:, Fear God and keep his corn- 
mandtneats; for thia is the whole duty of 
man ' At the close of tha poetical peror- 
ation BU invitation was extended to any 
who desired to unite with the church to 
'ome forward. Iisst evening the subject 
of the Professor's sermon was, "Compara- 
ive Keligioa," which was a compromise 
)etween a sermon and a lecture. He 
,reated upon all known forms of religious 
worship, and delivered a highly iDBtruct- 
ve discourse. There will be preaching at 
he Christian church every evening this 
week. Those who have not heard the 
3rofessor, should improve the opportunity 
low afforded. He is a graduate of Har- 
•arj college, and is confessedly one of the 
most entertaining and successful preach- 
?rs that has ever occupied a Opeatur
